VARIETY RECOMMENDATIONS

SEEl) DRILL SURVEY 

After several year’s lapse the 
Agricultural Service Board and the 
Alberta Department of Agriculture 
are conducting a seed drill survey 
in the County of Vulcan No. 2. 
There will be samples taken from 
each Councillor’s division. Those 
samples will be taken directly from 
the drill box and the variety, 
source and some other information 
will be collected about each sam¬ 
ple. Vernon Jordan, Agricultural 
Fieldman and his assistant, Field- 
man Kjeld Pedersen, as well as 
myself will be taking the samples. 

When the samples are analyzed 
you will receive a report on your 
own sample. 

BUY SEED POTATOES 

Be sure you buy seed potatoes 
this year for planting in your home 
garden or backyard. 

Nearly all potatoes sold in stores 
and supermarkets have been treat¬ 
ed with sprout inhibitors to stop 
them from growing while in stor¬ 
age. Although these potatoes are 
excellent for eating, they will not 
grow when planted. 

As with any crop, you should 
always use good clean seed for 
best results. The small investment 
involved will more than pay for it¬ 
self in terms of a better quality 
potato, higher yields, and fewer 
disease problems.

The prin¬ 
ciple is that those who use the 
services pay for them. 

Other services such as police pro¬ 
tection, education and defence, are 
provided differently. It is not now 
thought right, as it once was, that 
these should be available only to 
those who can pay. There have 
been private and corporate armies 
for hire in the past, and there are 
still private schools. Also if part 
of the community is uneducated 
or undefended, the whole commu¬ 
nity suffers. 

These services are provided for 
all and are paid for by taxes. Since 
everyone shares in the benefit and 
some are not able to pay, taxes 
ar collected on the basis of ability 
to pay. The most equitable way to 
collect this is through income-tax, 
although property lax is an at¬ 
tempt to collect money by the same 
principle. 

A third way is to collect dues on 
certain transactions, such as sales 
taxes, sweepstakes, import duties 
and official stamps. These cues can 
sometimes relieve the pressure on 
other forms of taxation. Some 
lucky governments, such as Alber¬ 
ta, can also raise revenue by the 
sale of unsettled land and mineral 
rights, and by royalties on oil, etc.

FROM THE LEGISLATURE 


(By Raymond A. Speaker, M.L.A.) 

After forty-one sitting days, the 
Fifth Session of the Fifteenth Le¬ 
gislature has prorogued. 

From the many bills, the Alberta 
Health Plan Act will be of interest. 
The Alberta Health Plan will re¬ 
place the present health program 
under the Treatment Services Act 
consisting of the Alberta Medical 
Plan and the Alberta Extended 
Health Benefits Plan. Among the 
more significant features or the 
new Plan are the following: 

Under the present program, medi¬ 
cal services and extended health 
services are provided under separ¬ 
ate contracts. Under the new Plan 
medical services and certain den¬ 
tal, optometric, podiatric and 
osteopathic services will be “basic 
health services.” Other services 
will be “optional health services" 
and these will generally consist of 
what are included in extended 
health benefits under the present 
program (except optometric, 
podiatric and osteopathic services) 
plus certain hospital services. The 
optional services' are the three 
groups: (a) hospital and ambu¬ 
lance services; (b) drugs and 


prosthetic appliances; and (c) 
chiropractic and naturopathy. 

The Minister of Health, or an 
appointed carrier acting as his 
agent, will issue individual "stan¬ 
dard contracts” for basic health 
services and optional health ser¬ 
vices. Only these standaid con¬ 
tracts will be eligible for subsidies 
in respect of subscriptions. Cover¬ 
age under a standard contract shall 
not be effective on any date prior 
to July 1st, 1967. 

With some minor exceptions, all 
group and individual contracts 
issued by private carriers and all 
self-insurance plans that provide 
coverage for any basic health ser¬ 
vices will be required to provide 
coverage for at least all basic 
health services. 

A group contract for any optional 
health services may be issued only 
for a group that also has coverage 
for basic health services. Similarly, 
n self-insu ranee plan can provide 
coverage for optional health ser¬ 
vices only if it provides coverage 
for basic health services. 

The schedule of subsidies for the 
basic plan and optional health ser¬ 
vices have been proposed. They 
are based, as before, on a resident's 
taxable income.

2. In the five year period 1961- 
1966, a large increase has occurred 
in the number of married women 
in the labor force. 

3. Almost half the women in the 
labor force are 35 years of age or 
Over. 

4. Both men and women are 
working fewer hours. 

Cost of raising a child was re¬ 
ported in the March issue of 
Family Life. Cost of raising a child 
from birth to age 18 Is about the 
same as the cost of buying a house, 
namely $13,000 to $27,000 says a 
U.S. government report. The figure, 
varies of course, with the standard 
of living and the section of the 
country in which the family lives: 
the lowest figure was for a child 
in a low income family in the 
south. The high of $27,000 applies 
to the child on a prosperous farm 
in either North or South. 

BUYING CHINA, CUTLERY, 
CRYSTAL? 

Are you in this same position? 
A girl purchased 6 place settings 
of china (semi-porcelain) 5 years 
ago with the object of adding on 
to complete 12 place settings. Four 
broken cups later she checks with 
the store and is told that the pat¬ 
tern is discontinued! 

For the benefit of me new gins 
who plan to start collecting china, 
cutlery and crystal and for the 
many more who will be registering 
or buying gifts for showers and 
weddings the following points 
should be considered. 

1. Retail store's have no control 
over whether a pattern is dis¬ 
continued. It depends entirely on 
the factory; demand controls 
production. Good bone china is 
usually kept in stock for about 10 
years. 

Cheaper dinner sets are dis¬ 
continued much sooner depending 
on demand. A store will order a 
large supply of a popular pattern 
to keep it on hand for their 
customers. 

2. Many consumers have the 
wrong concept of "open stock.” All 
it means is that you can buy a 
piece at a time or a set at a time. 
It does not mean that it will be 
available in 2-5 years time. 

3. One buyer suggested girls 
purchase 8 complete settings; 12 
of course is ideal if you can afford 
it. This is where registering one’s 
china, crystal, and cutlery should 
be encouraged. It also solves the 
gift giving problem. 

4. In many cases girls register 
with a store for too expensive a 
pattern and then are unable to add 
on at a later date because of other 
financial commitments.
